Chances that Honge and Senate Will Ad* 


here to Tbeir Original Plans—A 


Democratic Cancua to be 


Held on Thursday. 


Washington, July 30.—It is apparent, 


f ven to a casual observer, that the House 
l>emocrats have determined not to accept 
the 
Senate 
without some concessions. 


Three of the four House conferees, Wil- 
son, Montgomery and Turner, are "wilLng 
to remain in session until the 4th of next 
Alarch rather than surrender to the Sen- 
ate. Mr. McMilltn of Tennessee, the re- 
maining member of the House committee, 
is more liberal and is willing to meet the 
Senate conferees in a more conciliatory 
f-pirit. 
The House conferees know moreover, 


that their position has the endorsement of 
the President and Speaker Crisp as well 
as that of a majority of the leading mem- 
bers of the party upon the floor, and this j 
is a great encouragement to them. Last. 
•week there was considerable talk of con- 
cession on-the part of the House and the 
acceptance of the Senate bill as being bet- 
ter than no bill. These sentiments were ( 
expressed in the House again to-day, but 
not to the same extent as formerly, -while . 
it was significant 'hat those who insist 
upon the House bill were more determined, 
in their position than ever. 


Notwithstanding the deadlock In confer- 


ence, the belief was general to-day among 
the House Democrats that a toill will yet 
be agraed upon. The House Democrats 
insist that the Senate conferees will yet 
yielc on some o'f the points in dispute, 
although tho Senate conferees maintain 
that their bill must remain unchanged, 
anil that if amended in any vital particu- 
lar it cannot pasa that body. 


Senator Viias of Wisconsin, who '.s one 


of the spokesmen of "the administration' 
on the floor of the Senate, is o,uoted as, 
advising a House Democrat *o-day to urge, 
his associates to stand firm, and that the 
Senate would yet meet them at least half 
. way. Other Senators are said to have 
ppoken In a similar strain to their House 
friends, and it may be that •.his encour- 
agement from the north end of the Cap- 
itol has not been without effect on tie 
House. An Eastern Republican informed 
a United Press reporter to-dayt that the 
President would veto the Senate bt.ll if it 
were sent to him for .iis signature. He 
declined to give his authority for the; 
statement, but insisted that he knew' 
•whereof he spoke. The statement was re- 
peated to a. New York Democrat whose 
relations with the President are more 
than usually Intimate, who emphatically 
characterized it as nonsense. 
"I am as good a tariff reformer," 'said 


this gentleman, "as the President. I am ( 
so pronounced a believer in the principles, 
of tariff reform that I wou'd not vote for, 
the Senate bill if it should come to the 
House except through the conferees. I 
would.' ,however. support any "hi 1 wh-ch ' 
the House conferees would report and 
the PreslcHJnt would s^gn it, icnowrng If 
those gentlemen indorsed it, it would be 
the best they could get." 


Mr. Springer of Illinois had numerous 


conferences this afternoon w.th members 
of the House with respect to the caucus,' 
which will be h?ld on Thursday instead 
of Tuesday of this week. While the prop- 
osition is fiercely combatted "by a large 
number of Democrats. Mr. Springer in- 
&ists that the caucus will be held and that 
before Thursday of this week the call will 
bear the signatures of DO or CO gentlemen. 
He denies the report that any considera- 
ble number of Democrats have withdrawn 
their names from the paper, and says that 
all but three of the original signatures re- 
main. The call has not the endorsement 
of Speaker Crisp, nor of the Democratic 
members of the Committee'on Rules, but 
jjppearanccs indicate at the p'resent time 
that a caucus will be held on Thursday 
iinless the conferees "get together" f ur- 
ir.tr th? interim.
